The apathy of the publicans in this con- 
test is incomprehensible. They talk over the 
possibilities of the situation in a vague sort of 
way, and though slow! waking have not arisen 
to the emergency, t a single man ap- 
pears to be willing to throw himself into the 
breach. This lethargy, if it can be called 
such, can no doubt be to the crushing de- 
feats heretofore suffered when hope was 
highest and prospects. brightest.’ In every 
instance where the party was united and con- 
ditions presaged victory, the election machin- 
ery entirely controlled by the Democrats dis- 
pelled all dreams and warped the backbones of 
the Republican leaders, Defeat after defeat dis- 
ur un until now the ex- 
ception to the rule is when the Republicans 
make a nomination. 

The present opportunity isa good one, es- 
pecially if Breckinrid is nominated, even 
though the Democratic majority in the dis- 
trict ranges from 5,000 to 7,000. Even if 
Owens should get the coveted place at the 
head of the ticket the situation would not be 
bad after all, for if a fight is made it must be 
on grounds of political economy, the tariff 
first of all. There are two reasons why the 
Republicans would fare best with Breckin- 
ridge as their target. The first is that with. 
out doybt hundreds of Democrats 
would vote against him and for 
the Republican naminee, whoever he 
might be. Expressions of this kind are heard 
every hour, and today one man from Paris, a 
Breckinridge stronghald, said twelve business- 
men on his block declared for a Republican in 
preference to the Colonel, and there were 
many others like them. There are many 
Democrats who will support neither Owens 
nor Breckinridge, preferring some other man 
against whom absolutely nothing can be said, 
and their choice might fall on the Republican 
candidate, though they would be more likely 
not to vote at all. =. 

Chance for Square Tariff Fight. 

The other reason for the Republican desire 
for Col. Breckinridge’s nomination is that 
then they would. be given an opportunity to 
make a square and open tariff fight, for which 


this district, though not a manufacturing | 


one, is ripe. Of all tha men in the House of 


Representatives there has been no more con- 


sistent free trader than W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge. One of the effects of this consistency 
has been that one of phe principal industries 
of the district—hein p-raising—-has been prac- 
tically ruined and the result is traced directly 
to his vote in the Committee on Ways and 
Means during the Reed Congress. 

Farmers here were astonished one day to 
learn that the McKinley bill made large re- 
ductionsin the duty on hemp and a commit- 
tee was sent to Washmgton to protest. Mr. 
McKinley said to them: Gentlemen, you 
say you are farmers interested in hemp cult- 
ure and you ask that the tariff be kept where 
it was, but surely you cannot expect me to 
take your statements as against these of the 
man you elected to represent you here. Mr. 
Breckinridge has g over this matter fully 
and says the duty as flced in the proposed br 
is more than ample.”’ | : 

They saw the futility of further argument 
and retired. The clause reducing the duty on 
hemp, it is said, was carried in committee by 
one vote, and that yote was Mr. “Breckin- 
ridge’s. | 

In the present Congress other Southern Rep- 
resentatives and Senators tried to protect 
the industries of their communities, not with- 
standing their avowed free trade principles. 
Those of the Carolinas fought for a duty on 
rice and those of Louisiana on sugar, but Mr. 
Breckinridge said never a word for the hemp, 
tobacco, and horses of Kentucky. These crops 
are now at their lowgst ebb, and money is 
growing scarcer every day, while farmers, 
planters, and breeders are becoming alarmed. 

As an illustration of what a reduction of the 
tariff will do in a section where manufactures 
are unknown, the case of hemp is cited. A 
few years ago the output in a radius of twen- 
ty or thirty miles ground Lexington was 
7.000 tons, valued at $1,000,000 in round 
numbers. Today the crop is large at 2,000 
tons and it brings no more than $200,000. 
These figures came from Col. Morgan, brother 
of the famous raider, whose rough riders be- 
gan their march to the war. by filing around 
the Lexington Court- House square. These 
facts used as a weapon during the coming 
campaign would prove effective. j 

Good Republican Timber. 

There is excellent Republican Congressional 
timber in the district, and a few gentlemen 
have been asked to make the race, but no en- 
couraging reply has been received. Maj. 
Henry Clay McDowell of Ashland is one of 
these. He has wealth, leisure, and high at- 
tainments. By common consent he has been 
chosen to keep up the reputation of Kentucky 
for hospitality, and the old home of tne great 
commoner has been the scene of many nota- 
ble gatherings since he first occupied it. Maj. 


‘McDoweil could be elected, but he says he is 


not in politics. Mrs. MeDowell is the grand- 
daughter of Henry Clay and the daugh- 
ter of Henry Clay Jr., so it can be seen 
the ties of consanguinity would be powerful 
in a political campaign, 

Judge George Denny of Lexington is an- 
other man who has been approached, and has 
refused because he is an avowed candidate for 
Governor at thenext election. He 1s clean, 
conservative, and active in politics, Another 
desirable man is Judge William Holt of 
Frankfort, the only Republican elected to the 
State Court of Appeals since the war, and who 
retired last year, He would bean ideal can- 
didate, though not so aggressive, perhaps, as 
Mr. Denny. Leslie Combs isa young man, 
the son of Gen. Combs, the old Iudian fighter, 
who has been much spoken of of late. He is 
no politician or orator, but has been success- 
ful in business as a horse-breeder, farmer, 
hemp-grower, and the greatest tobacco raiser 
in Kentucky. His own experience would teach 
him how to tell the people of the effects of the 
tariff. 7 | 

There are other good men, too, but these 
four will suffice to show the quality of Repub- 
licans they raise in Kentucky. It remains to 
be seen whether they will seize the oppor- 
tunity now presented to them.

A Rendering Establishment Arouses Their 
Tre and Is the Cause of a Red-Hot Mass- 
Meeting—Claimed That It Is Being Con- 
ducted Without Legal Authority of Any 
Kind=Mayor Hopkins Denounced for 
Duplicity—Ald. Madden te Present a 
Protest to the Council. 


If Mayor Hopkins doesn’t look out the 
Sixth Ward will embrace anarchy. At a 
mass-meeting held at Archer avenueand Main 
street yesterday afternoou the Sixth declared 
itself to be ‘satisfied of the falsity and du- 
plicity of the Mayor's promises in relation 
to a rendering plant. and a considerable pro- 
portion of the audience chimed in with: 
“Blow it up” and Let's set fire to it.” 
Ald. Madden, Reed, Martin, and Bigane ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

All the trouble is over a rendering estab- 
lishment which, under the name of the Louis 
Aust Rendering company, has located at 
Archer avenue and Quinn street. According 
to the neighbors the Bridgeport breezes shud- 
der into silence before Aust’s dead-horse dis- 
secting-room. In that part of the Sixth, too, 
the residents are considered connoisseurs in 
smeljs. Three rendering tanks, the unrivaled 
Chicago River, one glue factory, and the gas 
works are central features of life in the Sixth 
Ward, and when the Sixth Ward holds a 
crowded mass-meeting to dénounce an odor 
they can’t get along with the smell is likely 
to be a bad one. When Ald, Martin and 
Reed went to Mayor Hopkins to complaia of 
the nuisance they say they were stigmatized 
as a “lot of kickers.” Ex-Ald, W. J, 
O’Brien, who also went to protest, was or- 
dered out of the Mayor’s office, and as he did 
not go quickly enough to suit his Honor a 
policeman was called to remove him. 


Mayor Hopkins Is Denounced. 


These thing have exasperated the Sixth, and 
at its meeting it passed the following resolu- 
tions, which Ald. Madden has promised to 
read to the Council tonight: 

„We, the citizens and ax papers of the Sixth 
Ward and its vicinity, heard some weeks 
ago of the probable location of a rendering 
establishment in the O'Malley packing house 
at Quinn street and Archer avenue in our 
midst, and upon inquiry we learned that it 
was so. And knowing of the great injury to 
our health, property, and comfort, we respect- 
fully protested to his Honor the Mayor to 
refuse a permit for the establishment of such 
a nuisance, and he replied: If you don’t want 
it you won't have it. And 

**Wuereas, A few days following a permit 
or authority was given to such rendering 
nuisance to operate and conduct its most 
noxious rendering of all kinds of decayed 
animal matter, such as dogs, horses, and like 
filth and refuse, because it is now operated in 
our midst. And 

**Wuerezas, We protested again to his Honor 
the Mayor and demanded the immediate 
abatement of the nuisance, and were assured 
by his Honor that he had instructed the 
Health Department to stop it, and upon in- 
quiry at the department they denied receiv- 
ing such ifistructions, and we are satis- 
fied of the falsity and duplicity of the 
Mayor’s promise; therefore be it 

‘* Resolved, By our citizens in mass-meeting 
assembled, that we denounce in unmeasured 


in our efforts to place in the hofiored position 
he now occupies; and 

“Wuereas, Hesaw fit to heed the protests of 
the citizens of the West Side forthe abat- 
ing of the Garfield Park nuisance; now, 
therefore, be it 

** Resolved, That we consider the continuance 
of said rendering establishment most injuri- 
fous to our health, our homes, and our com- 
fort. We consider it an outrage on public 
decency and an insult.to our citizenship, We 
wanthis Honor Mayor Hopkins to under- 
stand that we demand the same protection and 
sanitary surroundings as our feliow‘citizens 
either on the West Side, Hyde Park, or else- 
where; and furthermore, we demand an abate. 
ment of the nuisance at onee, that our.ward 
and locality may not be used as a dumping 
ground for all the dead animals of Chicago. 
Such work must be done at a long distance 
from the city, as it has been done, and we 
furthermore demand of our city authorities 
that they comply with our request.’ Other- 
wise, we brand them as unworthy of our re- 
spect, consideration, or political support.“ 


Claims There Is No License. 


According to Ald. Reed Louis Aust is only 
a figurehead in the business. Until April 30 
a man named Brennock had the contract for 
the removal of all dead animals from Chica. 
go’s streets. The amount paid last year for 
this work was $37,000. This year the Coun- 
cil would only appropriate $15,000 and Bren- 
nok refused to take tne work at that price. 
Brennock rendered ali the animals he got at 
Globe Station, in Indiana, and nobody ob. 
jected. Ald. Reed also says that when he heard 
of the application for a license he fought 
it, and the Council unanimously denied the 
application. Therefore, be claims, the render. 
ing business is being run without a permit. 
He says that an interested person went to 
Chief Brennan and giving him the telephone 
number South 329 asked him to issue or- 
ders to his officers to notify that number 
whenever animals were found dead upon the 
streets. 

Over 2,000 people attended the meeting 
yesterday. Ald. Madden promised to present 
the protest and petition at the next Council 
meeting and assured the people that they 
would obtain prompt redress. 


MISTRIAL IN THE CADWALLADER CASE. 


Jury Fails to Agree After Being Ont Over 
Thirty Hours, i 
Mapison, Wis., May 6.— [Special. —After 
having been out over thirty hours the jury in 
the case against A. A. Cadwallader, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Superior National Bank, returned 
to the court-room about 10:20 o' elock to- 
night and announced through the foreman 
that it was impossible for it ta agree 
on a verdict. Jadge Romanzo Bunn 
excused the jury, saying he was 
sorry, for in a case of so much importance to 
all parties concerned it was awkward to have 
a disagreement necessitating going over the 
entire ground again. The case went to the 
jury at 3:50 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The final vote was 8 to 4 for conviction, and 
t is learned the votes stood that way, with 
one exception, during the entire balloting. At 
one time one juror changed his vote on 
one count, the vote then standmg 9 
to 8 for conviction. Cad wadaller's expression 
changed not at all at the announcement of 
the disagreement, but his old father, who sat 
near by, showed sigrs of great satisfaction. 
District Attorney Harper says the case will 
surely be retried, Cadwallader was charged 
with embezzlement, abstraction and misap- 
pliction of the funds of the bank. He was 
Arrested, but ran away to Brazil. There he 
was recaptured and brought back for trial.

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SCHWAB TALKS ABOUT: REVOLUTION. 


The Pardoned Anarchist at 
Speaks of Labor Condit 
Mruwacxer, Wis., May 6.[S al. —At 
the West Side Turner Hall this afternoon the 
socialistic section and socialistic society held 
a meeting in compliance with a resolution 
adopted at the Paris socialistic: convention of 
1889. Michael Schwab, the pardoned An- 
archist of Chicago, was the principal 
speaker. The hall was crowded, 
When Victor Berger introduced Mr. 
Schwab some one in the gallery\shouted: 
“Take off your hats to the man of honor.“ 
Every hat in the house was instantly removed 
and Schwab wus loudly cheered. He was mild 
in his address. He gave u vivid pieture of the 
condition of the workingman of today, saying 
he is a slave of capital. He denounced the 
competitive system. Which he said was born 
at the time of the French eee the first 
great triumph of the capitalists over the pro- 
letariat. The competitive system, he 
said, had given to the world an im- 
mense number of improvements. It had 
stimulated inventions and had in a wonderful 
manner stimulated industry, developed the 
resources of the world and inereased its 
wealth, but at the same time it had done this 
at the expense of the comfort and happiness 
of the workingman, whose every right was 
trampled under the heel of capital/until he is 
now nothing more than a slave, He said the 
encroachments of capital on the rights of 
labor were not indigenous to any one conn- 
try. They have become so oppressive that 
labor has finally revolted against them 
and there is on foot in this country 
a great revolution against the tyranny 
of capital. There is among the people a feel 
ing of unrest which demanils a change in con- 
ditions, and ‘it is this feeling which is re- 
sponsible fer the Coxeyites, He pictured the 
sondition of the workingman at Chicago, say- 
ing it is no wonder there is smallpox there, as 
in some places there are as many 
a8 five families crowded into one 
small house. This is worse, tban 
was the condition of the laborer 
in feudal’ times. The middle glass in this 
country is rapidly disappearing and socialism 
will, if the country is to last, have to drive 
out the wage system asthe wage system drove 
out feudalism. He counseled workingihen to 
work the revolution for the betterment of 
their condition through the ballot box by se- 
curing control of the legislative bodies. Mr.

CONVENES QOURT SUNDAY TO GET 
MEADOWOROFT OUT OF JAIL 


The Banker Had Been Arrested Saturday 
Night on an Indietment for Fraud= 
The Judge Comes to His Rescue, but 
Is Foreed to Wait Uatil Noon to 
Secure the Necessary Court Officials 
te Effect the Prisener’s Release. 


Judge Chetlain held an extraordinary ses. 
sion of the Criminal Court at-high noon yes- 
terday to allow Banker F. R. Meadowerott to 
get out of jail. The financier, whose institu. 
tion went down with a crash which some 
people called peculiar last June, was 
indicted Saturday by the grand jury 
on four counts charging him with receiving 
deposits at his bank when he knew ‘the’ con. 
cern to be insolvent. On these indictments 
Meadowcroft was arrested Saturday night and 
at 8o’clock was locked up in cell No. 4, 
debtors’ row, at* the County Jail, 
His friends rushed ont to the 
home of Judge Chetlain and brought 
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give ergo the 
disgrace of languishing in jail. But the clerk 
of the court and the other officials necessary 
to legally open court could not be found. As 
a consequence Meadowcroft was remanded to 
the jail and there he remained until high noon 
yesterday. 

G. E. Wood, father-in-law of the indicted 
baker, and F. W. Wood, his brother-in-law, 
were the men who summoned Judge Chetlain’ 
to the Criminal Court Building Saturday 
night. They obtained an order from the 
Judge directing Clerk P.J. Dunne of the 
Criminal Court to come to the Criminal Court 
Building at noon yesterday. They found Mr. 
Dunne yesterday and he promptly obeyed the 
call. A Sheriff’s bailiff was easily found and 
these three dignitaries, the Judge, the bailiff, 


and the Clerk, assembled in the court-room :|’ 


where Assassin Prendergast was condemned 
and where Judge Chetlain snatched him from 
the galiows. The Judge, the Clerk, and the 
Sheriff’s bailiff took their proper places, and 
at the direction of the court the latter official 
read the proclamation necessary to open 
court, 

The court-room was not thronged with ex- 
cited citizens as it was at the memorable ses- 
sion wher Prendergast was rescued, There 
was no one present save Father-in-law and 
Brother-in-law Wood, F. W. Meadowcroft, 
the prisoner, and the trio of court dignitaries. 

Court Is Formally Held. 

When the Sheriff's bailiff had pronounced 
the proclamation Judge Chetlain asked the 
prisoner at the bar, F. R. Meadowcroft, whom 
he had to offer as bondsmen. The prisoner 
replied that his father-in-law, G. E. Wood, and 
his brother-in-law, F. W. Wood, had consented 
to act in that capacity. These men were then 
sworn, and the Judge asked them as to 
the amount of unincumbered real estate 
they owned in Cook County. G. E. 
Wood answered that he owned a 
house and lot at No. 2801 Prairie 
avenue worth $70,000. It was mortgaged 
for $20,000. F. W. Wood then swore that 
he owned a $3,000 lot mortgaged for $500. 
This formality over the Judge decided the 
bondsmen were good. He then signed an or- 
der directing the release of Prisoner Meadow- 
croft on bonds of $1,000 on each of the four 
indictments. G. E. Wood and F. W. Wood 
signed the bonds «nd Meadowcroft, accom- 
panied by his bondsmen,.left the court-room, 

The extraordinary session of the Criminal 
Court was then adjourned at the direction of 
the presiding Judge. The whole proceedings 
were over in less than half an hour, so that 
neither the Judge, any of the court officials, 
the prisoner, nor either of the bondsmen 
missed his Sunday dinner. Meadoweroft 
went to the home of his father-in-law, No. 
2801 Prairie avenue He was highly indig- 
nant at having been arrested at an hour when 
there were no courts in session to liberate him 
on bonds. He pronounced it a sort.of black- 
mail procedure, As to the indictments found 
against him and his brother, Charles J. 
Meadowcroft, he would say nothing. The 
facts, he said, would come out at the trial if 
the case ever came to trial. 

Evidence Back of the Indictment. 

The evidence upon which the grand jury 
indicted the Meadowcroft brothers was fur- 
nished- by 8. T. White and F. W. Bipper, 
butehers; J. D. Collins, a restaurant kee per, 
and Charles Carpenter, a capitalist. The 
failure of Meadowcroft Bros. bank occurred. 
June 5, 1893. It was a great surprise 
in financial circles, as the bank 
was up to that time considered 
one of the most substantial concerns 
in Chicago. A great was caused 
when Receiver Crandall vered, on exam- 
ining the bank’s books, that less than 1 per 
cent of the $420,000 
showed had been deposited there was to be 
found. Fraud was charged and the brothers 
were indicted by the April grand jury. There

PREPARE TO MAKE DEMANDS. 


Great Northern Strike May Be Renewed= 
| One Hundred Shots Exchanged with a 
Mob at Cleveland=Birmingham Miners 
Make an Appeal for Aid«Michigan 
Employes of the Grand Trunk in Favor 
of System Federation«Mine- Workers at 
Decatur Are Not Unanimons. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., May 6.— It is given out 
here on good authority that the flour milling 
interests the country over may have to con- 
tend with a strike or give in to the demands 
which are to be presented to the mill owners 
as soon as the otganization) now being estab- 
lished among the millers is on a firm footing.

GREAT NORTHERN IN TROUBLE AGAIN, 


Difticulties Are Adjusted, * 

Sr. Patt, Mion., May 6.—The Globe says 
that all is not harmonious in Great Northern 
railroad circles, and on the authority of lead- 
ing merabers of the American Railway Union 
it is stated that the company is acting in bad 
faith already. It is not waiting for a complete 
adjustment of all the differences by arbitration 
before beginning in some particulars to fol- 
low the same course that led up to the strike. 
It is quietly suggested that the road could be 
tied up again in a few hours’ time. The 
Great Northern employés conference com- 
mittee is said to be again assembling in the 
city, and the officials of this committee will 
go over the ground upon which the new dis- 
putes have arisen. Dr. Debs may be recalled 
to the city. 

Deputy United States Marshals, Shortall and 
Warren returned tonight from Barnesville, 
Minn., bringing with them several Great 
Northern railway employés charged with 
interfering with the mails or conspiring to so 
interfere. The offense with which they were 
charged is alleged to have. occurred during 
the recent strike. 4 large number 
of warrants are yet in the 
hands of the Deputy Marshals to be 
served and the work will probably continue 
for some time, The prisoners brought here 
tonight are named Robert Nelson, 
Peridet, Ole Johnson, Thomas Scott; William 
Ames, R. Mansett, W. J. Seabert, Henry 
Clark, James Brisbin, Oliver Olson, Patrick 
Miers, Edward McDonald, Charles Bowens, 
William Sterling, Frank Maynard, John Woh- 
wend, and Henry Panhallow. The prisoners 
were not locked up but were closely guarded, 

Among the subjects billed to receive the at- 
tention of the Legislature next winter is that 
of arbitration in labor troubles. The ‘subject 
nas never been brought home so closely to 
the people as during the Great Northern 
strike, which wasso happily terminated by 
this method. A number of bills providing for 
arbitration’ in cases of disputes between 
capital and labor are being prepared for in- 
troduction. The sentimegt in this State ap- 
pears to be rather in favor of a measure pro- 
viding for the selection of arbitrators at the 
time the difficulty arises than of a permanent 
Board of Arbitration. 

Asuuanp, Wis., May 6,.—(Special.|—This 
morning the jury in the intimidation case 
brought againgpt some of the striking dockmen 
informed the presiding Judge that they could 
not agree and he discharged them, They had 
been out since yesterday afternoon. The 
strike has taken a new turn, both the North 
western and Central railroad companies pos- 
itively refusing to recognize the men at all as 
long as they remain in the union, Last night 
the nen offered to come down to the com- 
pany's rate of wages, but they were informed 
that the men who had been hired to fill their 
plaves could not be discharged. 


DECATUR MINERS AT LOGGERHEADS. 


Many Claim That They Were Uawillingly 
Forced to Quit Work. 

Decatur, III., May 6.—[Special. - Au ugly 
feeling has developed among the Decatur 
miners. When it was voted that all should 
quit work out of sympathy for the strikers at 
other points only 250 of the 400 miners were 
present, and the vote was 143 in the affirma- 
tive and 87 in the negative. One hundred 
and fifty staid away. Many of the miners 
have no way of earning a living except by 
digging for coal. This morning at the John- 
son boarding-house there was quite a row over 
the question, two of the men shut out claim- 
ing that the tie-up in Decatur is largely due 
to those miners who work only two or three 
days u week ahd have only themselves to sup- 
port. The coul company is disposed not to 
interfere at present, Many of the men will 
be out of funds in a few days.

roof to fall in. It is the greatest caving-in 
whieh has o¢curred since the mines were 
opened thirty years ago.

MOB AT CLEVELAND RUNS UNDER FIRE 


One Hundred Shots Exchanged Between 
Pelicemen and Rioters. 0 

CLAV ALAN, O., May 6.—A fight oceurred 
this afternoon at the Standard foundry, where 
a strike has been in progress for several 
weeks. Ever since the trouble began the non- 
union molders who took the places of the 
strikers have kept a constant watch on the 
building. This afternoon about 2,000 idle 
men assembled in the vicinity. About 5 
o’clock an assault was made upon the build. 
ing, & volley of stones and other missiles being 
hurled at the windows. The guurds inside, 
who were atmed with rifles, opened fire on 
the crowd and the battle raged for fully fif- 
teen minutes before the police arrived. It is 
said that at least 100 shots were fired. A 
large force of police was summoned as soon 
as the trouble was reported and the mob was 
dispersed without difficulty. The officers have 
been trying to ascertain if anybody wus shot, 
but thus far have been unable to find a single 
person who was injured.

Complete protec- 
tion both by State and counties is assured and 
systematically arranged.

TrintpaD, Colo., May 6.—All the mines in 
this district are closed down with the excep- 
tion of Bop at which place about 150 men 
are at work.

NEW YORK-WASHINGTON ELECTRIC. 


Widener- Elkins Syndicate Secures a New 
Line for Its Projected Road. 

Bautimore, Md., May 6.—[Special.]—An 
important change has been made in the 
original ptans for the electric railway system 
between Baltimore and Washington. 
Widener-Elkins syndicate of Philadelphia, 
which is promoting the enterprise, secured a 
charter for the line from the Maryland Legis- 
lature in 1892. This charter, however, did 
not give sufficient latitude. At the last 
session of the Legislature a charter 
was granted to the Baltimore and Co- 
lumbia railroad company to build a 
railroad from Washington and Baltimore to 
the Pennsylvania State line. This charter is 
plastic in its provisions, permitting the building 
of either an electric or steam road, with a wide 
section of territory opened. It now appears 
that the Widener-Elkins people have secured 
this charter and will build a line between Bal- 
timore and Washington under its privileges. 
The authority to build to the Pennsylvania 
State line, it is understood, means in 
the great electric railway project to 
connect New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and Washington by the trolley. 
The Widener-Elkins syndicate has had 
surveys made from Jersey City to New. 
ark, N. J., for an electric railroad, and 
from Newark the road will eventually be 
built to Philadelphia and down among the 
southern suburban towns of Philadelphia. 
Thence the line will be extended to Baltimore.

Werkers in Department Stores Are Agitat- 
ing for Short Hours Saturdays, 

Committees of employés of the State street 
department stores are calling on the various 
labor bodies, the Woman's Alliance, the 
women’s clubs, and the pastors of churches 
to aid them in securing a half-holiday Satur- 
days, to begin June 1.

Years=Pro:pects for Fruits. |

soil in the best conditjon for working, 
were not any time so heavy) nor long 
continued as to delay work. As a Whole, the 
month has not been a warm one, ani although 
the growth of vegetation has been af a steady, 
healthy character, it was not nearly sp rapid as 
would have resulted from a continuously high 
temperature. It has been a period of steady‘ 
plowing and planting under weather and soil 
conditions as favorable as the farmer of any re- 
gion need ever hope for, and May, 1894, opens 
upon them with unusually briglit prospects of 
bountiful crops. This does not imply) that in nu- 
merous counties much of the winter wheat sown 
will, because of an unfavorable fall or winter, give 
but a poor return and in not a few instances none 
at all,. But it is a fact not to be overlooked that 
the ground where such wheat haus (failed has 
been at once available for the uses of corn or 
other desired crops, to which it is rapidly being 
planted. 

Winter wheat, rains, and favoring weather have 
caused a development most gratifying. Fields

In the central and northern conities the 
situation is equally encouraging, although work 
and -growth are somewhat Ses advanced. The 
acreage planted will undoubtedly be large. and 
augmented, too, by much ground upon which 
winter wheat has failed and where oats and 
spring wheat have been seriously harmed by 
March cold. 

Grasses— Pasturage in all portions of State is 
rapidly coming forward and already sustain the 
live stock. Tame varieties of grasses are much 
the most advanced. Late varieties of apple as a 
whole are perhaps as promising of a good crop 
as in the most favorable of previgus seasons. 
The injury supposed to have been wrought by 
cold in March has proved slight except as to the 
early sorts. The same description applies to 
late and early cherries. Peaches as noted a 
month ago were destroyed by coli. 


ELEVATED SUSPENSION ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Features ofa Railwav That Can be Con- 
structed for $80,000 a Mile. 

Lysander Johnston, an engineer and bridge 
builder, has perfected and patentdd plans for 
an elevated suspensicn electric railway which, 
as it looks on paper, would obviate most of 
the objections to the elevated raads, It is 
modeled after a suspension bridge and there 
is little to obstruct the light. Not an ounce 
of wood is used in the construction; every- 
thing is made of steel. A company has been 
formed to push the invention, of which Lys- 
ander Johnston, the inventor, is President; 
G. I. Ladd, Secretary; L. Johnston, General 
Manager; and J. M. Munn, Assistant General 
Manager. | 

The inventor’s system of elevated suspen- 
sion electric railway consists of a series of 
suspended bents of, say, 150 feet span, held 
by wire cables. The cables are supported at 
intervals of 150 feet on steel posts connected 
on top and across the track by\a girder or 
truss,on which the wire cables rest and to 
which they are fastened. The rails are heid 
in position by means of steel stirrups or 
yokes with horizontal top bars and vertical 
arms hanging from each end of the bar. The 
vertical arms at the lower ends have in- 
wardiy,and upwardly turned lugs on which 


the rails rest and to which they are bolted. ‘ 


The stirrups take the place of the cross-ties on 
the ordinary railroads and ure suspended 
from the wire cables by means of wire ropes 
at intervals of three feet on the line of the 
track, giving bearings for the rails every 
three feet. : | 

The car trucks travel on the lower rails and 
are held by the. use of guide rails made of 
angle steel bolted to each of the vertical arms 
of the stirrup opposite the center of the 
wheels running continuously along the tracks 
oneach side of the trucks parallel with the 
lower raila, The cars are suspended from the 
center line of each truck. By this arrange- 
ment the trucks of the cars are held in posi- 
tion. The rails cannot spread, owing to the 
flange of the wheels working on the outside of 
the rails. 

Electricity furnishes the motive power. The 
trolley wire is protected by a hoad covering, 
which is bolted to a cross bar of «tirrups, the 
wire being insulated from hoof covering. 
The rails and all other metal work are used 
for the return circuit. Mr. Johnston declares 
the speed to be obtained with light trains on 
this system is practically unlimited. 

The cost of constructing this system of 
road would not be more than $80,000 per 
mile fora four-track line, and to equip the 
* would not cost to exceed 510,000 per

is notable to supply his son with material 
and tools as freely as he could wish, so Del- 
mur's inventions have so far been confined to 
paper.

A battery weigh- 
ing Seven ounces is placed in the stock of the 
gun and wires are connected with the 
cartridge so that a slight touch will complete 
the circuit and fire the charge.

Again, Col- 
orado Springs, Denver, and Pueblo are too 
large to find total support from solitary Crip- 
ple Creek, but the business-houses of these 
cities are bidding for ite favors and receive, 
at least, sufficient encouragement from that 
quarter to avoid the necessity of closing their 
doors. 

Cripple Creek is most fortunately situated, 
Colorado Springs being eighteen miles away, 
while Pueblo and Denver are comparatively 
handy and all are connected by telegraph and 
Being part of the mountains cém- 
prising the Pike’s Peak range the elevation is 
necessarily high, The town itself is 9,000 
feet above sea level. while none of 
the mountains and hills above ftbuch 
11,000. Occadgionally severe storms and heavy 
snows accompany the winter. It was so in 
1893, when for many months from four to 
six feet of snow lay on the ground; the last 


| winter, however, has been exceptionally mild, 


so that the funny man who remarked that 
the Cripple Creek year consisted of nine 
months winter and three months cold weather 
will, it is presumed, find cause to retract that 
statement. 

Network of Gold-Bearing Veins. 


The area over which the principal mines are 
spread is a large and apparently ever-increas- 
ing one. At present some forty or fifty of 
successful paying 
mines from the thousands of locations in the 
district, are dotted over a dozen different 
mountains and gulches the names of which 
it would be. superfluous to mention, though 
Bull Mountain and Raven Hiil are especially 
worthy of note. These huge ele- 
vations, lying but nine miles from Pike's 
Peak s summit, appear to be a _ verit- 
able network of gold-bearing yeins. The 
evolution here from desolate forest, passing 
in rapid succession through the stages of 
sinall-shafts with windlass and bricket to deep 
mines with massive shaft houses and steam 
hoists; from the little tents and log cabins 
to huge boarding houses, saloons, and business 
establishments, until the present epoch of an 
incorporated town is wonderful indeed, Fancy 
a town on the apex of a mountain 11,000 
feet above sea level ; suchis Altman! Imagine 
the difficulties of transportation, up hill with 
heavy loads of lumber, down hill with heavier 
loads of ore, and you will gather some idea of 
the obstacies to be overcome in a western 
mining camp.

Attempt to Place Responsibility for 


Fire on a Telephone Company: 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 6.—[Special.}— 


Insurance men all over the country will 


watch with interest the result of a suit brought 
by Charles Smith at Allentown, Pa., against 


the Pennsylvania Telephome company for 


$1,300 damages for the destruction of a hair 
dressing store by fire. Oct. 13 last a terrible 
storm prevailed, during which telephone wires 
became crossed with either trolley or electric 
light wires, and the telephone exchange 
caught fire. Five buildings were destroyed. 
Smith wasa heavy loser, having had no in- 
surance on his establishment.

The 
counsel for the telephone company says the 
fire was an act of God, in legal parlance, and 
that no man was responsible for the fire. If 
Smith wins the insurance companies will sue 
the telephone company to recover what they 
have paid out.

tunnel in Boston are reproduced as follows: 
Plan Deserves Attention. 


It is certain that this deep tunnel plan has not, : 


thus far, received the attention it deserves, not- 
withstanding it was tirst broached several years 
ago. 
he particular usefulness of the tunnels would 
probably be in furnishing a ans of reaching 
the center of congestion without further burden- 
the overcrowded surface and in carrying the 
transit lines under the river to Cambridge, 
Charlestown, and East Boston, when the system 
should be extended to those places. The radiat- 
ng lines could probabl best be» extended 
uch the suburban districts by means of ele- 
i railways, which would thus constitute the 
er part of the mileage of the system. 
Experience in electric railroading shows. that 
1 of rising by grades from the tunnels 

pvated lines has been much overestimated, 
conjunction with Mr. S. A. Jabs of Boston, 
whom 1 have been associated in studying 
the problems involved, I have carefully figured 
out that never more than one cross street u 
blocked by the tunnel approaches. 

A few words as to the Greathead system of ex- 
cavating tunnels. Imagine a large but relative- 
ly short section of iron tube, with its forward 
end pharpened to a cutting edge: This is called 
the shiel „and is pushed forward through the 
soil by hydraulic pressure, cutting a hole the 
diameter of which equals the outside diameter 
of tye tunnel, 

The core of earth is then removed, and one sec- 
tion of the tunnel lining inserted inside the 
shield. By this method the pressure of the su. 
perijcumbent earth is supported by the shield 
itself until the tunnel lining is in place to pre- 
ward again in, The shield is then pushed for- 


wa i. another section of lining added, and 
so On. 

It will be seen that by this method all possible 
interference with the foundations of buildings is 
avoided. Indeed, one might stand directly over 
the mos where the tunnel was being bored but a 
few feet below him and yet receive no intimation 
of what was going on underneath. For the most 
part. however, the tunnels are bored at a depth 
80 great as to avoid all interference with sewers 
or with the deepest foundations. 

n case quicksand should be met with, the 
shield is provided with water-tight doors which 
can be closed against any sudden inrush. The 
oozy soil would then be solidified by the Poetsch 
freezing process- a recent important addition to 
the resources of engineering and then removed 


as ordinary hard soil would be, 


How the Tunnel Works, 


Now, let us try to imagine the impressions of a 
business-man returning home by the tunnel route 
for the first time. The tunnel penetrates the very 
heart of the congested district, and-there the sta- 
tions are so numerous that he has but a short dis- 
tance to hew his way through the crowd to reach 
the nearest one. 

Duly thankful for the time thus saved, he enters 
a large elevator with perhaps fifty other people 
and Yescends about as far as he would climb to 
an elevated railway. He finds himself in a bright- 
ly lighted underground station, roomy and cheer- 
ful, and lined with white glazed brick. He notes 
with surprise that the air is as fresh as above and 
atabput the same temperature—uniess it be in 
the winter time, when it is artificia)ly warmed, 
1 is owing to the perfect ventilation. 

epositing his ticket, he enters the train of 
three or four cars, all brilliantly lighted, heated, 
and propelled by electricity. 

The train starts and soon reachesa speed of 
thirty miles an hour, but nothing save a mild 
roar suggests this great speed to the traveler. 

he noise is less than that of an ordinary steam 
railroad train. This is because there is a smooth 
inner|surface, with no room forthe formation of 
the echoes and reverberations so unpleasant in 
double track tunnels, and the noise isstill further 
‘kept down by a sound absorbent lining in the 
tunnel. : * 

After a few stops and four or five minutes' run- 
ning, the speed slackens as the train climbs the 
sharp grade some twe miles from City Hall, 
whbre the elevated structure ins, and the rest 
of the journey does not differ from a trip on an 
ordinary elevated railway, except in the absence 
of smoke and cinders. 

Now, this is not a fancy picture, but, as far as 
the tunnel is concerned, is a substantially exact 

— of the writer's experience in travel- 
ing upon the London and Southwark line. 
“tt has been said that Boston people would not 
patronize a tunnel line. Either this is an entire 
mistake or the evils of congested traffic in Boston 
bave been greatly exaggerated, Probably those 
who make this statement have in mind a drip- 
ping, pvil-smelling vault like the Hoosac tunnel 
or the old Rondon u:derground. 

Butithe most childish objection yet raised is 
that people would take cold by entering the tun- 
nels in warm weather. One would think a little 
coolness in the summer would be a positive ad- 
vantage, if the ventilations did not keep the tem- 
perature absolutely the same as that of the out- 
side air. If not, however, what is to prevent 
heating the cars and waiting rooms, electrically 
or otherwise? 


High Speed Possible. 


It should further be borne in mind that the 
speed] attainable in the unobstructed tunnels 
wos make the time spent underground very 

rief. 

Some 1 has been raised as to the possi- 
bility of building motors of the capacity required. 
To this objection the best answer is that is has al- 
ready| been done with perfect success in London. 
Furthermore, several electric locomotives of 
1,000) horse-power—or. equal in capacity to a 
steam locomotive of the mogul type—have al- 
ready| been built, as the demand has arisen. At 
Deptford, London, dynamos of 10,000 horse- 
powet are in operation today. These exceed any 
steam engine on this continent in capacity; and 
when jit is understo tan electric motor is 
but a dynamo electrically inverted, the question 
of getting motors of the necessary capacity may 
be considered as disposed of. 

Now, in considering the rapid transit problem, 
this most vital int is often absolutely ignored: 
Any improvement in transit facilities wili simply 
render it possible for an increased number of 
peopl to enter the congested district during 

usinpss hours. That is to say, the congestion 
must always remain. Moreover, history shows 
that when certain kinds of business are once 
fairly established in a given locality they remain 
there, Lombard street and Threadneedle street 
are taday the financial center of London, as they 
were centuries ago. Wall street and State street 
emphasize this fact. 

Butſ this does not mean that the problem is 
hopeless. It simply means that any successful 
transit plan must reach the very center of con- 
gestion. The crowding then becomes harmless, 
since it no longer prevents movi from point to 
pointiin or through the congested area, Conges- 
tion then imply indicates business activity, and 
not a blockade in the channels of movement. 


A belt line around a congested area is worse 


than useless, forin order to reach it one must 
traverse already overcrowded area and add 
his share to the pushing and jostling. 4 circuit 
line might fairly claim to be absplutely impar- 
tial, but only because it would serve everybody, 
not equally well, but equaliy badly, or not at all. 


Cost of Construction,

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Regulations Issued for the Government of 
Sealers In Bering Sea. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—The Navy Depart- 
ment has issued the regulations for the govern- 
ment of vessels employed in fur-sealing. fishing 
in the North Pacific Ocean and Bering Sea. 
There are nine articles. The first réquires the 
masters of sealers to employ only competent 
hunters. The other articles provide in brief 
against the use of firearms in sealing; for 
placing under the customs seal fre- 
arms and sealing equipments. when vessels 
desire to pass through the closed zones, home- 
ward bound; for the issue of special licenses to 
hunt seal in Bering Sea by United States customs 
or consular officers; for the ¢xemption from seiz- 
ure of vessels now at sea without licenses or dis- 
tinctive flags if they have not violated the law in 
reference to sealing; for a distinctive flag for 
sealers of black and yellow, diagonaily joined; 
and for the exercise by British officers of the au- 
thority granted to our own haval, customs, and 
consular officers. The regulations apply only to 
the season of 1894. 

Pushing a Railway Project. 


D. A. Holmes of Sioux City, Ia., is in Washing- 
ton on a Western project of importance. He rep- 


_ resents the Northwestern railroad. which was re- 


cently organized in Sioux City, and his mission 
here is to obtain legislation for the right of way 
through the Omaha and Winnebago indian res- 
ervation in Nebraska. The line is to extend 
from Sioux City to Omaha) but will later be sent 
southward to the boundary of Nebraska, where 
it will connect with one of the roads running to 
the Gulf of Mexico. It is said that the company 
has secured the consent of the Indians to the 
right of way through their reservation. 


Privileges to American Exporters, 


United States Consul Pollack at San Salvador 
has informed the Department of State that by 
representations to the Government of Salvador 
he has secured to United States exporters a 
material concession which they should profit by 
their exemption from the jut reased duty of 25 
cents gold per 100 pounds on all imported arti- 
cles. As the import duty remains in force on all 
other foreign goods except our own the advan- 
tage gained for our exporters is apparent.

| DEMOORATS PRACTIOALLY GETTING 


UP A NEW BILL. 


Sunday Is Spent in Cobbling the Senate 
Measure Inte Compromise Shape 
Scores of Changes by Which Duties Are 
Increased and Aa 
Swept Away=—Development: of the 
Week Likely to Be Interesting=Bryan 
Opposes the Income Tax Limitation. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 

Tariff-tinkering Democrats failed to remem- 

ber the commandment about keeping the 

Sabbath day holy. In fact, they worked 

harder, if that were possible, Sunday than any 

day last week, but have some excuses to offer. 

They are practically formulating a new tariff 

bill. The socalled compromise -measure 

upon which they are engaged, when com- 
pleted and made public, will no more resem- 
ble the Wilson bill, or the first 

Senate finance bill, than the proverb- 

ial lump of chalk is like unto a piece 

of cheese. Butif hints from the committee- 
room are to be believed the measure will 
finally assume such shape that Republicans 
will take toit more kindly for the reason that 
it is going to be practically a protection bill. 
Scores of changes are making, all in the di- 
rection of higher duties, and the ad valorem 
fallacies of the Wilson bill are being wiped 
out with no gentle hand to give 
place to specific figures. These altera- 
tions may placate Hill, Smith, and others, 
but are likely to arouse the opposition of the 

Populists, who can, by amendments and fong 

speeches, greatly delay the measure in the 

Senate. No one knows when the new bill is 

to be reported; and it is idle to speculate. on 

the chances of its receiving solid Democratic 
support, The party is in such a state of fer- 

ment over the tariff that it would take but a 

little matter to start a prolonged factional 

contest that may result in the formulation of 
still another compromise measure. 


Will Be an Interesting Week. 

This week will in all probability witness 
some interesting developments in the discus- 
sion. The armistice arranged Friday will end 
Tuesday if not continued by agreement, and 
the debate, which was interrupted Friday in 
the midst of one of Mr. Quay’s sentences to 


allow the Democrats to arrange their 
‘*eompromise,” will be resumed if 
the compromise shall prove to have 


progressed so far as to admit of the introduc- 
tion of the amendments proposed. If the 
latest: Democratic plans do not fail the ainend- 
ments may be introduced tomorrow. The 
Senators who are engaged in formulating 
them have been hard at work upon them all 
today. They were also employed with them 
a good part of the last night. and they had 
the assistance of several experts. 

No definite idea of the amendments could 
be conveyed without giving all the amend- 
ments, and they will not be given to the press 
until presented in the Senate. ‘There will be 
few startling changes, but a great many of 
them. 
ments when incorporated in the bill will show 
as many if not more alterations than were 
made .in the House bill by the Finance 
committee when reported to the Seuate. It 
may be said without prejudice that the report 
when made will fully justify the assertions 
made by the Republicans as to their number 
on the floor of the Senate. The amendments 
will be found most numerous in the chem- 
ical, iron and steel, agricultural, and sugar 
schedules, but they will affect the entire bill, 
including woolens, cotton goods, metals, and 
many other articles. In almost every instance 
where there have been changes increases have 
been made, and there has been a general 
slaughtering of the ad valorem for specifics, 

Sugar and Iron Changes, 

The sugar sthedule is totally changed, and 
iron manufactures will show an interestin 
transformation if reports be correct. Wit 
the amendments once in the Senate it will be 
interesting to observe the program of the Re- 
publicans. The Democrats have believed 
that if they could secure a bill which would 
insure the support of forty-three Senators the 
Republicans would yield after a formal and 
business-like protest against the bill, and they 
have assured the Republican tariff leaders 
that the bill which they hope to present today 
will have the support of forty-three Demo- 
cratic Senators, to say nothing of the assist- 
ance they hope to secure from the Populist 
Senators. The week will probably demon- 
strate what credence the Republican Senators 
can give to this statement and develop their 
plans in case it be verified. 

It is understood that if when the compro- 
mise bill is once before the Seuate the Repub- 
licans do not show a disposition to discuss its 
mérits upon lines laid down by the Demo- 
cratic managers, they will make an effort to 
expedite business by lengthening the hours of 
the daily sessions and by curtailing the libér- 
ties of debate now enjoyed. This policy was 
curtly intimated in the reply 
by Senator Harris toan inquiry as to whether 
the present hours would be observed after 
Tuesday. Les,“ he replied. * Until we 
move for longer.“ The Republicans will re- 
sist an effort of this character and when it is 
made some unwritten speeches may be ex- 

cted. The only set speech so far announced 
for the week is one by Senator Hoar Tuesday, 
The Chinese treaty weill occupy the Senate to- 
morrow. 


CROOKED TARIFF TRANSACTIONS, 


A Provision Making Pieces of Silk Free 
Smuggled Into the Bill. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., May 6.—[Special.}]— 
Great care will have to be exercised in mak- 
ing up the tariff bill to prevent clerical errors 
and omissions from creeping in. Only the 
other day a member of the Finance com mit- 
tee was enabled to correct a matter which 
might have inyolved endless disputes 
and a loss of revenue to the go. 
ernment. A provision had been inserted 
in the bill practically bringing in free 
pieces of silk twelve inches wide and sixteen 
inches long, under the head of “ hat trim. 
mings. It was pointed out that while silk 
ribbons might bedntended, yet the law would 
not read so. Immense quantities of silk 
could be brought into this country which 
would be utilized in making waists and other 

arments most affected by the gentle sex. 

pon examination of the records of the Pi- 

nance committee it was discovered that the 
articles in question have been smuggled into 
the bill, and they were promptly eliminated 
and hat trimmings made more specific. 

This error recalls a simple but costly blun- 
der in the tariffact of 1873. It was intended 
to place fruit plants, tropical and semi-trop- 
ical, on the free list, but a smart clerk put a 
comma after fruit,“ which placed it on the 
free list. ‘This mistake was discovered by a 
New-Yorker, who went to the importers and 
pointed out that under the law they were 
wrongfully paying duties on fruit, and despite 
the tact that the consumer had already paid 
these duties the government had to refund 
upwards of $2,500,000. 

Bryan Not Pleased. 


Representative Bryan of Nebraska, who is a 
member of the Ways and Means committee, 
is not pleased with the reported action of the 
Senate Democrats in agreeing to limit the 
operation of the income tax to five years. If 
the law is unsatisfactory,” said Mr. Bryan, 
* it ¢ould be repealed at any time. But if it 
is limited w five years it may then take a 
two-thirds majority to reénact it, assum 
that we would have a President who woul 
veto it.

TUG RESCUES KEWAUNEE LIFE $AVERS. 


First Tows Out Their Boat and Saves a 
Schooner and Goes Back for the Crew. 
Kewavungr, Wis., May 6.—Twice today did 

the crew of the tug Elizabeth G., venture from 

the harbor in the west gale that was raging 
and rescue men from great peril. The first 
time it went out to the aid of the schooner 

George W. Westcott, taking the life-saving 

crew's boat in tow, and after bringing in the 

schooner in safety was ſoreed to turn around 
and go out into the heavy sea again to bring 
back the life savers, who were unable to- 
breast the gale and were being rapidly swept 
out into the lake. The George W. Westcott 
was sighted off the harbor about noon today, 


apparently, drifting helplessly and with 
a great part of its rigging gone. 
A signal of distress was flying, and 


the life-saving crew made preparations to go 
to its relief. 


The crew of the tug Elizabeth 
G., who were near by, volunteered to assist, 
aud took the life boat in tow. When the 
schooner was reached, after battling with the 
sea for a long time, it was found that the crew 
would take their chances with the boat and 
the life-boat was cast off, and the schooner 
taken in cay by the tug. After a couple of 
hours’ work against a head sea the Westcott 
was finally brought in in safety. Then signals 
of distress were seen in the life-boat, and it 
was plain that the crew were unable to row 
against the heavy seas, and were being 
driven from shore all the time. The tug then 
went out again and brouglit in the life-savers. 
The Westcott had all its headsails carried 
away, and was completely at the metey of the 
gale when rescued. ,

THUNDER, LIGHTNING, HAIL, AND RAIN, 


Baltimore the Center of Violent Storms 
That Do Much Damage.

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SMALLPOX HOSPITAL AS SEEN BY A 
REPORTER FOR “ THE TRIBUNE” 


—— — 


Splendid Care Is Given the 250 Patients, 
but the Building Is Outrageously Lack- 
ing in Conveniences=—Oil Lamps That 
Threaten a HolocaustgDr, Warren’s 
Work Shows the Benefits of Vaccina- 
tion=Patients Are Cheerful and Hope- 
ful~Inspection Is Made in Rubber Suits. 


Armed with a permit from Mayor Hopkins 
a reporter for Tun Trreune visited the pest- 
house yesterday witha Health Department 
physician. The visitors were kindly received 
by Dr. Warren and the Sisters of Mercy, 
‘They were quarantined in an ante-room and 
required to make a complete change of cloth- 
ing. donning instead of the street clothes a 
complete suite of rubber, including a rubber 
headdress. After taking these precautions, 
under the guidance of Dr. Warren and the 
Sister Superior, a visit was made to every 
ward and each et the 233 sufferers was 
exumined, Before the inspection was half 
over the visitors were satisfied upon at least 
one point, that the patients received excellent 
treatment, and nothing is left undone by the 
physicians and nurses which may add to their 
comfort and alleviate the suffering from the 
dread disease. 

The barn-like structure andthe sheds at- 
tached to it, which by courtesy is called a 
hospital, lies in a five-acre lot of morass 
where the water oozes out of the ground like 
bubbling springs. The main building is two 
stories high, 30 teet wide, and 150 feet long. 
In the rear several cheap sheds have been built 
recently to relieve the overcrowded condition 
of the main department. At the back end of 
the’swamp lot six army tents have been put 
up to receive convalescent patients and cases 
of a mild type. 

Building Lacks Conveniences, 

The building, which was put wp on an ex- 
ceedingly cheap scale twenty-two years ago, 
lacks eveu the most common and necessary 
conveniences, Built for temporary use, it 
was never intended that it should accommo- 
date more than fifty patients at the most, and 
now nearly 250 people, from babies a few 
months old up to aged persons, lie packed 
in like sardines in the old barn. AI. 
though only a few hundred yards 
from the bridewell electric light plant, the 
hospital is lighted in the primitive method, 
with oil lainps, which make a -holocaust a 
daily possibility. 

The bath-room consists of one ancient tub, 
while the hot water must be carried from a 
caldron in the rear of the yard, The capacity 
ot the tub is two baths aday. On the second 
floor, where 100 patients are crowded to- 
gether, there is only one faucet and the water 
must be carried from this to all 
parts of the floor. In lieu cf a 
heating apparatus stoves have been placed 
in the rooms, which, owing to the uneven dis- 
tribution of heat, cause some patients to roast 
while others nearly freeze. There are no ven- 
tilators in the building and fresh air can only 
be had by opening up the windows, an im- 
possible thing in cold weather. Thus the un- 
willing victims have added to their agony the 
presence of a poisoned atmosphege. 

Danger of a Big Fire. 

But withal the most revolting thing about 
the whole business is the constant specter 
of a holocaust, 
is lighted) by a smoky oil lamp, and 
has two female and one male nurses. Nearly 
all the patients become delirious at one stage 
of the disease and frequently escape into the 
corridors and run shrieking through the 
building. One patient jumped through a 
second story window, was reeaptured, and 
died a few days later. Another esca 
through a window and ran a mile over the 
prairie before being captured. It is only by 
remarkable good fortune that none of the 


patients have overturned lamps and set 
fire to the building. The light 
structure would burn like tinder, and 


with only one narrow winding stairway in the 
center of the structure it would be useless to 
try to save many lives. With the lack of 
forethought which characterize- all the other 
appointments about the place there is no fire- 
alarm box within a mile of the hospital. 

The only redeeming feature of this remark. 
able condition of affairs is the excellent care 
which is given to the patients by Dr. Warren 
and the Sisters of Mercy. In each ward the 
question was asked: 

Ho do you like your treatment here?“ 

The answer would come back in achorus: 

It could not be better.“ 

Every patient who was able to talk gave the 
physician and nurses unstinted praise for 
their unremitting care. 


*“Coxey Army” Tent, 


Notwithstanding the unsanitary condition 
of the building and the total absence of sew- 
ers everything is kept scrupulously tidy. and 
there is even an air of cheerfulness 
and resignation over all the gloom 
and death. The patients who are con. 
valescing visit each other and amu 
themselves as best they can. There is a sort 
of grim humor in it all. The second story 
has been dubbed the Palmer House, while 
the first story is called the Ironsides. An 
addition manages to get along under the 
name of the Liberty Bell.“ One tent, from 
which a flag flutters, is known as the Coxey 
Army tent. 

Probably the most pathetic thing about the 
hospital is the children’s ward, where forty or 
fifty little ones, ranging in age from a few 
months to 10 years, lie suffering in all stages 
of tha disease without the protecting care of 
mothers. 

To care for the great number of prtients 
there are fifteen Sisters of Mercy and four 
male nurses, Charles Brooker, the head 
nurse, was twelve years in the County Hos- 
pital, and proves most invaluable. . There 
should be more nurses, but in the crowded 
condition of the hospital no room can be 
for them. The immense strain on Dr. 
Warren and the nurses can be seen in their 
faces. The daily breathing of the poisonous 
atmosphere soon tells on the health. Dr. 
Warren, who has been in the hospital over a 

ear, looks wan and thin from the unremitting 

eae required of one physician to so many 
patients. Since last August over 1,000 pa- 
tients have been admitted to the hospital. Of 
these 250 did not survive. Of those vacci- 
nated only 5 per cent died and of the unvac- 
einated only 30 per cent were saved. No 
cases of black smallpox were saved, 

The food given the patients is of the finest 
quality. Fruit, game, eggs, the best steaks, 
and unything else a patient may crave 
is furnished. Arthur Moore of No. 3544 
„State street, for whom a habeas 
2orpus wis issued, was seen and talked 
cheerfully, He has been in the hospital five 
days and is getting along nicely. A large per 
cent of the inmates are colored people and 
this is accounted for by the fact that they will 
not face a vaceine point if they can avoid it. 

The new addition to the hospital, while it 
is little more than, a shed, will accommodate 
a number of patients, It is light, airy, and 
well ventilated.

THE BUSINESS DEPRESSION. 

The bank clearings of the principal cities in 
the United States last week show that the 
country still is languishing in a state of great 
business depression, while the. awmakers at 
-Washington are “ considering” the Wilson 
bill. The grand total is 30.9 per cent less 
than that for the corresponding week of last 
year, while for all except New York City the 
falling off is 20 per cent, the big city on Man- 
hattan Island showing a decrease of 38.4 or 
more than three-eighths, The biggest de. 
creases are reported for Spokane, 68.3, Mil- 
waukee, 63.1, and Buffalo, 61:9, indicating 
that the dullness at those places is little short 
of absolute stagnation. The total for Chieago 
is but 21.3 per cent less, which is not so bad- 
ly discouraging as ale the returns from many 
other points, seeing that the comparison week 
for last year was the one in which occurred 
the opening of the World’s Fair, which was 
marked by a full local tide of business activ- 
ity. The Chicago total for last week exceeds 
that of Boston by more than 5 per cent and is 
56 per cent larger than that of Philadelphia, 
while it is more than four times the volume 
of clearings at St. Louis. Relativelgrspeaking 
Chicago is holding its own well and its pbusi- 
ness activities are giving employment to a 
larger percentage of- workers than those of 
many other cities on the list, in which it holds 
the second place, while the only one ahead of 
it is falling behind at a fearful rate. 

The extent of the general depression is all 
the greater than indicated by com parative 
figures, as those figures told the story of bad 
business conditions recentiy begun. For the 
last week in April, 1893, the returns from ali

SILVER-CRANK LIES AND FOLLIES, 

The call issued by A. C. Fisk for a silver 
convention to be held in Washington two or 
three weeks hence is packed full of outrageous 
falsehoods, It simply isa mass of lies from 
bezinning toend. Its author undoubtedly is 
the wildest crank among all the free silver- 
ites, if one may judge by the reckless char- 
acter of his assertions. He appears not to 
have the slightest idea of accutacy or obliga- 
tion to regard truth in his statements. 

Fisk says at the bidding of a power that 
has blotted out civilization in all ages tiie 
government has stricken down one-half of the 
metal money and partially demonetized the 
paper-currency. What does the bimetallic” 
crank mean by that statement? To what 
power does he refer? 

Fisk says the government expects the peo- 
ple to pay 40 billions of debt with half a 
billion in gold.“ the rest of the money being 
‘stricken down.“ What then has become of 
the 600 millions of silver and silver paper 
supposed to be in circulation and so stated in 
the monthly official reports of the Treasury 
Department? When was it stricken out of 
existence, debased, and demonetized? What 
has become of the 350 millions of legal ten- 
der greenbacks redeemable in gold? When 
were they abolished and stricken down ’’? 
What has become of the 200 millions or 
more of national bank note circulation? 
When was that stricken down, debased, or de- 
monetized? And what does this reckless falsi- 
fier expect to accomplish by his enfounded 
assertions about the silver and paper cur- 
rency of the United States having been 
* stricken down?? What striking down bas 
taken place when this large volume of silver 
and paper curtency has a purchasing power 
double of what it would have but for the at- 
titude of the government in strict agreement 
with the declaration of the Sherman act and 
the declaration. of both the Democratic and 
Republican parties as expressed in their lat- 
est national platforms? How can he make 
it appear that this 600 millions of silver 
money is stricken down, debased, and de- 
monetized, when it is artificially held up on 
a parity with gold, and doing double the bus- 
iness it could do in the absence off such sus- 
taining power, becausé Congress has not 
enacted free coinage of silver into dollars 
haying 47 cents’ worth of silver in each coin? 


If the silver dollars now artificially held up | 


to parity with gold were free, coined down to 
a purchasing power of 47 cents each, this 
mendacious charlatan would throw up his 
cap and yell hallelujah,” What he wants 
is to see the destruction of more than half the 
purchasing power and money value of all the 
silver coins and silver certificates now in cir- 
culation in the United States, because with 
such depreciated money cheating and swind- 
ling of creditors could be carried on under 
the protection of the law. 

Fisk asserts that there are 20 billions of 
mortgages on real estate in the United States. 
Where does he find authority for that state- 
ment? Not in the census tables, but in his 
own reckless falsifying imagination. Census 
bulletin No. 64 shows that at the beginning 
of 1890 the total real estate mortgage debt 
in thirty-three of the principal States and 
Territories was a little less than five billions, 
or not one-quarter of the amount claimed. 
This tabulation was stated to include about 
five-sixths of the total for the country, so that 
the entire indebtedness cannot be more than 
30 per cent of the amount stated by the 
mendacious Fisk, and only about one-third of 
it is on farm property. Whatever the total 
may be it represents and embodies the 
amount of property purchased on time pay- 
ments or money borrowed on time by one 
class of persons nunibering millions from 
another class also numbering millions. 
Every one of the transactions making up the 
total was a voluntary bargain and contract in 
writing, and the property or money purchased 
cr borrowed is in the possession of the buy- 
ers or borrowers. The rate of interest 
also is just what the borrowers agreed 
to pay, and if there were no 
fixing rates of interest the amount agreed 
to be paid for the use of the property and 
money which changed hands would not be 
less than itis now. If there were no law for 
the collection of debts, or if there were a law 
forbidding the payment of interest, there still 
would be some borrowing and. lending on 
honor, and few people would get accommoda- 
tion without paying for it; but the public 
would not permit the Fisk erank- Populist 
methods to exista single month after they 
were instituted. There would be a universal 
how! demanding the abolition ot the Populist 
lunacy and denouncing the folly of such fools 
as this man Fisk. 

The same fellow writes that the gold oli- 
garchy in the United States has depreciated 
the value of property by onehaif. But as 
this is a bimetallic country, with 20 or 28 
per cent more of silver than of gold in its 
money circulation, where is the gold oligarchy? 
Do not the holders of the 600 millions of 
silver and silver paper and 600 millions of 
greenbacks and nationdl bank notes compose 
two-thirds of that oligarchy? Then he says the 
Nation is insolvent for seren and one-half 
billion dollars. But the same people who 
owned its property a year agb, before the 
silver purchasing clause in the Sherman act 
was repealed, still own the property dt the 
Nation.

It is announced that the coal operators and 
miners will meet in Cleveland May 15 and 
hope then to end the strike. The date agreed 
upon is ten days hence, and it is said the sup- 
plieson hand in this city and elsewhere are 
not more than sufficient to meet the consump- 
tion of from one to two weeks, In other 
words, the country is to be drained empty of 
mined coal before the parties to the contest 
meet in conference, and to be deprived of 
fuel for several days in case the negotiations 
are not immediately terminated by an agree- 
ment thatthe men shall go to work again on 
terms satisfactory to both parties. One dealer 


| says that inside of a week there will be a

over the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
is and possibly Iowa. Yet the propo- 

| to meet May 10 was outvoted at the pre- 
liminary gathering, and the striking miners 
in some places are trying to secure a cessation 
of work by the few who yet are content to 
labor at the production of coal. 

Apparently some of the strike leaders are 
disposed to assume what they think is the virt- 
uous attitude. They say that only moral 
suasion will be employed, and that no 
trouble is expected and none will be allowed.“ 
Of course in their estimation it is no trou- 
ble that coal isso scarce {as to render it 
necessary for some vessel owners to suspend 
the running of their boats, and for numerous 
manufacturers to pay adollar or more ad- 
vance on former prices for fuel, with the re- 
sult of great loss on contracts for work whith 
they have to do at figures agreed upon before 
there was any intimation of a strike. It is no 
cause for trouble that hundreds of thou- 
sunda of toilers in different lines of manu- 
facturing industry may be forced to suspend 
work because their employers cannot obtain 
fuel enough to keep their establishments run- 
ning up to the time when the resumption of 
mining will enable them to lay in new sup- 
plies. It will not be any trouble if rail- 
roads are forced to stop the running of trains, 
mcluding those wanted to carry food from 
the West to many other thousands in the 
Eastern States and part of the way towards 
millions in Europe, It will de ns trouble 
though trade and commerce are paralyzed 
during the time that the contending parties 
dispute over their differences, and get ready 
ostartup again. 

All the same, the persons who are responsi- 
ble for this annoyance and “loss, which they 
persist in claiming is not trouble,“ ought 
to be informed that they are not working for 


the best good of the strikers themselves when 


needlessly they harass the people; that even 
if they keep inside the letter of the law tney 
are guilty of a grave moral wrong in thus 
arbitrarily deciding to cut off the supplies of 
a whole community in order to bring a few 
of its members to terms, and that the offense 
is of 4 class which sooner or later will bring 
itsown punishment, as do all violations of 
natural law. The men who mine coal have a 
right to want higher wages, and each of them 
has aright to refuse to work unless the de- 
mand for more pay be conceded, But they 
have no right to combine in such a way as to 
interfere with the course of business on the 
part of the great public and inflict heavy loss 
upon a far larger number of workers than 
those who are engaged in coal mining. Such 
a combination is a conspiracy against the 
peace and welfare of the people as a whole 
and deserves to be stigmatized and punished 
as suqh. A healthy public opinion would deal 
with it on that basis and demand that dissat- 
isfled workers shall obtain redress in some 
other var than by a general strike, if at all.

Its author 
has shown facility in picking out a number of 
types of city life, notably. a basement 
barber and a corner grocer, which 
he has caricatured slightly to suit his purpose, 
and fitted into a rambling musical piece that 
shows neither skill in construction nor 
directness of purpose. The plot is 
slender and touches slightly upon a number 
of ideas, notably the rise of a vulgar barber 
through the medium of his daughter's ambitions 
to become an opera singer and the fidelity and 
honesty of a humble corner grocer; whose 
virtue seemed to hinge on the fact 
that he cared tenderly for 
mother, a bent matron of ‘three score and ten, 
played with painful evidence by a young girl in 
her teens. The incidents and story area 
as incongruous as the title, which 
is as complete a mixture of two 
languages or can be obtained with three words. 
Giving full credit for the two or three copies o 
metropoliten characters above mentioned. Der 
Corner Grocer is weak, because its entire story 
falls on the three characters in question without 
involving the others sufficiently to give excuse 
for theif presence on the stage. Its chief actor, 
Adolf Philipps, who played the grocer, 
has a rich. melodious voice and sang 
a number of excellent songs, among others 
the familiar Nightingale Song introduced in 
the second act. Max Lube as the barber, Pan- 
nemann, brought considerable - horsepiay 
to his service in interpreting the role, 
but nevertheless gave a humorous  por- 
trayal. He also assisted im a number 
of duets. Miss Clara Bonne as the barber's 
daughter was humorous in a mild way. Her 
singing met with the approval of the audience. 
Bernhard Rank; a low comedian, contributed 
an amusing but overwrought female im- 
petsonation. There were perhaps a dozen 
others in the cast, but their services were 
not required enough to bring any single one into 
particular distinction.

RUSSIAN TOWN SORELY AFFLICTED. 


Fire Begins the Work of Destruction 
Which a Cyclone Completes. 

Buntax, May 6.—Advices from Stephani in 
the Government of Vothynia, Russia, are 
that nearly the whole wWillage was de- 
stroyed by fire. The ¢himney of one 
of the houses. caught fite during a high 
wind and the sparks were carried 
to the roofs of other houses, setting fire to 
them. The flames spread with great rapidity, 
but little could be done to stop their progress. 
The inhabitants were  panic-stricken, 
and for a time dtterly helpless. 
Then attempts were made to save 
personal property, and much furniture, 
bedding, and other household effects were 
4aken from the burning buildings. Five 
thousand persons encamped in the fields 
about the burning town, each family standing 
guard over the property they had hastily re- 
moved. While thus encamped a cyclone 
broke over the place, breaking up the rescued 
property and sweeping the greater portion of 
it away. 


GREECE ONCE MOKE IN A TREMOR, 


Earthquake Shakes Athens and Thebes= 
; Prophecy Canses a Panic. 

_ ATHENS, May 6.—A severe earthquakes hock 
was felt at 5 o’clock this morning at Thebes, 
Atalanta, and Livadia. The shock was slight- 
ly felt at Athens and also on the northern part 


of the Island of Euboa. King George 
and the members of his party 
landed today at Stylida and 


subsequently proceeded to Lamia, where a 
tedeum was sung in the cathedral. The 
prophecy made by Prof. Faalb a few days ago 
that there would be a destructive earthquake 
Friday or Saturday caused a panic.

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Standard Said to Have Made a Deal 
the Russian Trust. 
| New Lonx, May 6.—[Special.]—Du the 
last three or four weeks, according to private 
cable dispatches, important negotiations have 
been held in Paris between the Standard Oil 
interests and representatives of the Russian 
oil companies, resulting in the division of the 
entire world's market between these two 
great distributing and producing agents. 
A territorial division was made, the exact 
limits of which cannot hardly be given, but 
it is said to consist of a line drawn north 
and south through Europe in a somewhat 
irregular course. The Standard is to have 
the monopdly, it is said, of the ‘British isl- 
ands, France, and most of the western por- 
tion of Europe, including a part of the Ger- 
man Empire.

SHOAL OFF FORT HAMILTON, 


Pilot Loses His Bearings in a Donse Fog 


and Without a Warning He Finds the 
Big Ship Hard Fast Within a Hundred 
Yards of ShorePassengers Ali Removed 
to Other Boats and Brought to the City 
Accident to Be Investigated by the 
Offictals=Ship Not Yet Fioated. 


New York, May 6.—|Special.4—Under the 
frowning walls of Fort Hamilton and within 
a hundred yards of the government dock the 
trim French liner Champagne, from Havre, 
went ashore in the fog eatly this morning as 
it was coming into port. It was an unaccus- 
tomed sight to see a vessel of such build and 
power lying so near land that it seemed only 
a few steps from its deck to the green sward. 
It went ashore so easily and 80 noiselessly 
that none but the pilot and the officers knew 
the danger it had run, The passengers, 
who were at breakfast, did not rise 
from the tables, and they came 
on deck a few minutes later wondering 
if they were at quarantine, and how long it 
would take Dr. Jenkins to go through with 
his examination. The. vessel was tightly 
wedged in the soft bottom. How it got there 
will be the subject of official ‘inquiry. Pilot 
James J. Keely, who wasin charge, said to- 
day that if the compasses were right and the 
French Quartermaster had obeyed his orders 
such an accident could not have befallen the 
Champagne. 7 

Pilot Keely boarded the steamer early this 
morning from the pilot boat Actaea fifteen 
miles east of Sandy Hook lightship. It.was 
foggy then, and as the vessel got nearer to 


port the denser became the banks of mist Which 


covered the sea. It was thought the weather 
was not so thick but that the liner might get 
safely to its pier. Capt. Laurent, First cer 
11 nd cer Danre, and Pilot 
Keely were on the bridge. eee i ra 
Guellene was at the wheel. The vessel was 
proceeding at the rate of four miles an hour, 
sounding its fog whistle at intervals. The 
water was still and the air was so thick and 
heavy with fog that the lookout could not see 
half the ship’s length. At the entrance of the 
Swash channel there loomed an almost im- 
penetrable wall of mist. Pilot Keely said that 
after he had turned the southwest spit 
he ordered the vessel to be steered 
north by east, one-eighth east, which, 
he said, was true course 
toward Craven’s Shoal, near Hoffman 
Island. He picked up” the buoys marking 
the channel one by one. Hedid not see the 
cne marki Craven’s shoal, yet he felt sure 
that he had his bearings correctly. He listened 
for the bells on the shore so that he might 
kiow when to change his course to reach 
quarentine. He was waiting for the bell which 
is placed before the red walis of Fort Lafay- 
ette. He did not hear it, and he supposed he 
was a little to the northward of Craven’s shoal. 


Pilot Grows Fearfal. 


The steamer was then perilousiy near the 
shore. Officers and pilot grew apprehensive, 
The fog whistle was blown and there came 
back an echo which caused the pilot to spring 
to the wheel and to help the quartermaster 
put it hard down. The echo which his trained 
ear caught told him there was land close at 
hand, although the lead showed only a 
minute before that there was a channel 
thirty-nine feet deep. Through the gray 
of the morning the officers saw 
the tong government dock which 
projects into Gravesend Bay. It was only a 
few yards off the port bow. The slightest 
change in the steering would have sent the 
big liner crashing into it. Then came the 
sound of the tardy bell at Fort Lafayette. 
Capt. Laurent ordered the crew to let go the 
starboard anchor. Six hundred feet of cable 
were run out and then the heavy chain parted. 
The momentum of the vessel was checked a 
little. The engines were reversed. The 
Champagne slid gently upon the shoal of 
mud and sand. 

Those on the bridge could feel only a slight 
tremor as the vessel struck. It ran into the 
shoal its entire length and came toa dead 
stop. The well-disciplined crew of the Cham- 
pagne moved silently and swiftly. ch life- 
boat was swung from its davit and a crew 
steod ready to man it in ease there should be 
any necessity for taking off the passengers, 
There was no danger. Afewof t passen- 
gers who came on deck to see why the Cham- 
pagne had anchored so soon were 
curious to know why the life- 
boats were swung out. Capt. Laurent 
explained the circumstances to them and they 
took the situation quietly and gag oe gun 
The wreck steamer T. D. Jones went 
alongside and offered assistance. acci- 
dent was reported to the agents in this cit 
and the wrecking tug W. E. Chapman, wit 
A. Forget, agent of the line, and Supt. West, 
the shore Captain, on board, went to the 
stranded steamer. Dr. Jenkins visited the 
vessel and examined the passengers about 
noon, and shortly afterward a revenue cutter 
came alongside and put on board customs 
officers. Before 2 o'clock the 329 passengers 
were transferred and reached this city at half- 
past 3 o'clock, 

Passengers Removed in Boats. 


The heavy lifeboats were lowered and towed 
by the steamboat Rosa. Several of chem 
were dropped on the way, but they were 
picked up by the police boat patrol. re- 
moval of the passengers, their luggage, and 
the lifeboats, and the discharging of the water 
ballast lightened the vessel considerably. 
The ashes were brought up from below and 


dumped into a barge. At 6 o'clock 
this evening the tug Lewis Pulver 
brought a force of lengshoremen, who
